Vrllow rrver at Ikorfolk. 

TuesM»»unts from this afflicted city continue 
to be of the saddest riiaracter. There is no 
abatement of the terrible disease, and if the 
number of ca'es diminish, it is only from lack of 
virtime . In Norfolk, since the sickness and death 
of the Mayor, toe city government has been at 
an end. The st.ires are ail closed, the market 
houaes descred, and out of a population of 30,- 
<MN) there are only about 8,000 left, of which 
Duaber there arc only 3,000 whiles All work 
being suspen led, the negr rs bold religious meet- 
ings at their churches every day. It is also sta- 
ted that the malana is such that all the people, 
even those who are apfiareatly healthy, look sal 
low, and their eyes partake of a yellow hue. In 
burying the dead there is no ceremony. Before 
the poor aafl'erer haa brealbsd hia last his coffin 
is spoken for and arrangementa are made for his 
interment. Within an hour or tw o after the 
breath i as left the body, it is placed in a rude 
aiained coffin, deposited tn the bearae and driven 
off by a negro ts the graveyard, frequently with- 
sut a single relative or friend to see h deposited 
IQ tba grave In soar cases the hearses take 
three coffins piled on each other to the Potter's 
Field 

Several eminent physicians from abroad are 
doing what they can in .Vorfolk to arrest the pes- 
Uinnce A few phymetant and nurses hsve ar- 
rived from New Orleans Several have gone 
from Baltiinir^ and from Philadelphia four male 
nurses, three .N.sters o. Charity, three physi- 
cians aail three apothecaries 

So thoroughly have Norfolk and PorUmonih 
beneuM' infected with the disease, that there is 
little hope of arresting its ravages until frost 
rooMw.

Owing ts the severe drjuth Inst year the exhibit 
of many articles of prodnee and trade is not so 
Urge as heretofore, but on the whole the busi- 
ness sf the city presents a very flattering appenr- 
nnee.

KosbMth's Vrrarity. 

"nie recent letter of Kossuth to the New York 
Times, in which he gives a copy of a letter he 
addressed, Ust year, to the President of the 
United Slates, is made the occasion of considera- 
ble conunent by some of our contemporaries. It 
really seems to os, remarks the editor of the Buf- 
falo CommercisJ Adoerftser, that, after all the 
fbohsh display be has made of himaelft the com- 
munications of Mr. Louis Kossuth, whether ad- 
dressed to 'be public journals or to Piesident 
Pierce, are matters of little public importance. 
He is a swaggering, egotistic man, not destitute 
of talents, indeed, but so wanting in all ideas of 
propriety that no person w ho has watched his 
course for the last five years can concede to him 
the possession of a well balanced mind. How 
preposterous his expectation that the government 
. of this country would open guasi diplomatic rela- 
tions with him. a private individual and a for- 
eigner, and come to an understanding with him 
as to the policy it would pursue on the occurre:,ce 
of ceitain supposed emergencies^ He feels ag- 
grieved that the President made no reply to his 
communication. We do not see that be has any 
good ground to complain. A private letter ad- 
dressed to Mr. Pierce In a private capacity, as a 
citixen and a gentleman, would no doubt have re- 
ceived a courtecus reply. But when asked by a 
conceited foreigner to pledge the government to a 
certain course oi action, we think he very pro- 
perly treated the application with silent con- 
tempt. 

In his letter to the President, Kosrath gives 
the following account of an interview with Mr. 
Webster: 

The late Secretary of State condescended to give 
me with emphatic precision the following answer: 
that be feh perfectly authorized in giving me the 
assarance, “tbmt should either s partial rising of a 
aerioua character happen in Enrope, or a war 
break out between aome of the European govern- 
meata, in abich it appeared likely that Austria 
might become impUcab d ; and especially if it sbould 
be a war affecting the Oriental question, the gov- 
ernment of the United States, fully aware of the 
precarious and volcanic couditi m of the European 
continent, wonld take such an em rgency for a sure 
indication that i' might be attended by a new effort 
on the part of the oppressed nationalities, and 
chiefly of Hungary, Italy and Poland, and tha in 
view of such an emergency no time should be lost 
in appointing a diplomatic agent, an I in sending 
him over to Europe, so that be might be near at 
band, and that he would be invested with the ne- 
cessary powers to enter iuti open diplomatic reU- 
tions with any dr fs£l» government, which, upon 
the liasis of a declvation of nation 1 independence, 
he should see exereisiBg a real territoral authority 
becoming an actual government ." 

The Boston Adrcrtiser, which is edited by a 
relation of Mr. Everett, has no faith in the Hun- 
garian Ex-Govemor's veracity. After quoting 
the above extract, it says : “We shall not com- 
mmt upon this statement, at present, any further 
than to say that we do not be'deve one word of 
it. There is nothing to countenance a belief that 
Mr. Webster used such language to Mr. Kossuth, 
to be found in any of his writings or authentica- 
ted speeches.

The State Councils of all the States h«e not 
yet given to the public their opinions of the Plat- 
form manufactured at Philadelphia. But enough 
have, to show what degree of harmony prevails 
among them and what sort of “united action” 
may he expected from them in future. 

Those of Kentuckv, Maryland and North Car- 
olina are the only ones that announce their ac- 
ceptance of the Philadelphia Resolutions. 

Those of Georgia aad North Carolina have 
“seceded” from and “repudiated” connection 
with the Order in the Free Sutes. and refuse to 
scknowledge its authority or assert its action on 
the Slavery question. 

Those of Indiana and Massachusetts have, in 
equally unmistakable terms, severed all connec- 
tion with the Order in the Slave States. 

Those of Illinois and Rhode Island adhere to 
the organixation but repudiate the Platform. 

Those of V rginia and Louisiana have repudi- 
ated the KeUgious Test and the Secrecy, and 
will admit both Catholics and Foreigners to the 
l.odge, ss well as support them for office. 

Those of Pennsylvania and New Jersey are 
divided. 

That of New Y ork adds to the general confu- 
sion. 

Those of other States are wisely or despair- 
ngly silent. 

The Whole Thing Busted Up! — The Savan- 
nah Geors%an says: We understand that the 
Know-No* hing Councils of Savannah met in 
grand conference Ust evening, and resolved to 
disband. They passed r 'solutions to surrender 
up their charter*, papers, lists of enrollment, ar- 
chives, Ac., Ac , to whom we could not learn; 
perhaps to the Mother Council of Massachusetts. 
We sincerely hops, before they are shipped, that 
a curious public be permitted to see them. Our 
Know-Nothing friends might thereby turn an 
honest penny. We would give as n uch to see 
these documents as we would to see Bamum's 
“Happy Family.” 

The national constitution, ritual, oa'hs, obliga- 
tions, initiation ceremonies and all, likewise, we 
understand went by the board. As to the secre- 
cy, Anti-Nebraska Platform, we are not so well 
informed.

To 
such, lands cannot be eccorded under the act of 
March 3, 1655.

Towards the close of the pantomime of the 
“Elopement,” a series of tableaux are given, and 
blue lights were burnt at one of the wings to 
render them effective. The lights set fire to some 
wood work, and the audieiice taking the alaim, 
made a tremendous rush for the doors.

Y. Mirror says, “G ibriel Ravel and several 
more of the performers came before the curtain, 
and, by pantomime, tried to assure the people 
that there was no danger.”

flame.

A negro woman, with whom 
Blakcsley bad been living, conlessedthe rritne, 
and said she was tempted by jealousy — Blakcs- 
ley haring also been living with another negro 
woman. She called him to account for it, when 
he kicked her, and sxe then ran the sword 
through him.

Growing;. 

M ith the exception of the occaaioitnl casualties 
resulting from late spring frosts, this section of 
the south and west affords unequalled facilities 
for the cu'tivation of fine fruits A rich treas- 
ure lies wi'hin the reach of every one who pos- 
esses a few acres of land, and yet how f ‘w of the 
prosperous owners are aware of tiie rare delica- 
cies their fertile lands are capable of yielding. 
How few of the cultivator* of the soil practically, 
know that a whole circle of fruit is within his 
reach, beginning with the delicious and refreshing 
strawlierries, raspliemcs, and cherries, for spring 
and early summer; inc'uding tlie richest plums, 
apricots, peaches, and nectarines, for summer 
and autumn; followed by melting and highly 
flavored pears, which may be had in succession 
for more than half the months in the year, clo- 
sing with apples, extending their season through 
summer, autumn and winter, and far into the 
succeeding year. 

Our markets are supplied the present sea.son 
in tlie greatest profusion with all the varieties 
of fruit common among us, and yet how few of 
the finer sorts are pr senteJ in that degree of 
perfection to which they are susccp'ib.e of being 
grown. Peaches small, and consequently de- 
ficient in the richness of flavor and juciness 
which care and cultivation will produce; {leaxs, 
mostly of the old common sorts, presented with- 
out regard to the true method of ripening — all in- 
dicate the want of a more general knowledge of 
a correct and careful course of cultivation and 
management. Compare thesa fruits with the | 
large, rich, melting and highly colored specimens 
at our weekly exhibitions, furnished by the wor- 
thy and •intelligent President of ihe Kentucky 
Horticultural Society, and the few other mem- 
bers by whose labors and example the institution 
is sustrined, and observe what a wide field for 
profitable improvement there is open before us in 
this branch of cultivation. 

We venture to assert, and we speak adviseJly 
on the subject, for we have had much experience 
in the matter, that of the number of apple, pear, 
peach, plum and cherry tree* that have been 
planted within a circle of one hundred miles 
around Louisville, in the last fifteen years, not 
one-half are now in existence, and many of 
those that remain now present a sad sjiectacle to 
the true lover of horticulture. 

The planting of fruit trees is generally defer- 
red until spring, and too often until the latest 
period. The ground receiving but a very inijier- 
fect preparation, the holes are dug better adapted 
to receive a line of fence jiusts than for living 
trees; the proper heading of the branches is too 
often neglec ed; the subsequent cultivation, if 
any, is such as may be rrquin-d for a crop of 
com, or the see.iing of the field in oats or winter 
grain, which is to occupy the ground with the 
tree, or it is seeded down to grass, and the 
young trees are left to contend for the mastery. 
Nor are the fruits that we have named, alone left 
to share in this general neglect, but it ia the 
whole field of horticulture and gardening. 

The strawberry, one of the most delightful of 
all the fruits in the catalogue, and one that is 
the most easily raised in the highest perfection, 
and yet how lew, comparat ively, of the rural 
population are supplied with them. 

The raspberry which comes next in season 
after the strawberry, and can also be grown in 
the greatest abundance, is equally neglected. 
Even by our market gardeners, none are cultiva- 
ted but the common sorts. The true Red Ant- 
werp, which is far superior in quality and more 
profitable as a market fruit, can Le grown in the 
greatest perfection by liestowing a few days labor 
annually to the acre, and in protecting the vines 
from the winter frosts. Tliis is done by simply 
laying down the vines and covering them lightly 
with earth. 

Recently there has been quite a rage for plant, 
ing, among other fine fruits, the trees of the 
dwarf pear. Of all the trees cultivated, the 
dwarfs require mo*o care in planting, and skill 
in cultivating and training, than any others. 
Their roots aie short, compact anil fiberuus, and 
extend but a short distance from the trunk for 
surtenaiice, and witliont constant care, thorough 
cultivation and high manuring, it is in vain to 
look lor any sat isfaclory returns from them. 

There are a few varieties of pears which are 
improved in quality by being worked on the 
quince stock, but the chief advantages to be de- 
rived from the cultivation of dwarfs, are, they 
can be planted within six or eight feet of each 
other, allowing many varieties to be grown upon 
a small space, and the early period at which they 
come into bearing. Standard trees, or those 
which are worked on pear tree stocks, require 
less care in cultivation than dwarfs, because the 
pear roots extend much further, lioth downwards 
and laterally, like the roots of the apple tree, in 
search of food. 

Peach trees will grow most luxuriantly for a 
few yeers upon almost any western soil; but to 
grow large, rich, high-flavored fruit, they must 
be planted upon dry elevated ground, and the 
trees must be cultivated, pruned and headed in, 
and the fruit thinned with some rare and a,ten- 
tion. 

\Ve do not remember ever to have seen more 
beautiful and perfectly trained, open heade<l 
peach trees, than will be found in the orchard of 
Arthur Peter, Esq., of Jefferson county. We 
would advise any one who intends planting a 
peach orchard, and who is not fully acquainted 
with the subject of cultivation and training, to 
visit his farm. 

Upon the subject of planting and c iltivating 
the various fruits, we shell give directions in 
future numbers of the Conner.

Two New States. — It is believed that before 
the close of the next Congress both Kansas and 
Minnesota will apply tor admission into the 
Union. The late census of the latter Territory 
•hows that she has already nearly the requisite 
population, and thc.inhabitants of lioth arc rapid- 
ly increasing. Minnesota will, of course, come 
in as a free State, but how it will he with Kan- 
sas remairs tote seen. 

Southerner writes to the New York 
Daily Tribune, calling .attention to the following 
com}iarison: In the year 1790 the population of 
Georgia was 82,000, and in the 1850 it was 906,- 
000, an increase of eleven fold in sixty years.

Gov. iTforoIiead's Inaufi^iirnl. 

W e are highly gratified at the exceedingly lib- 
eral tone of the inaugural address of the new 
Governor. It is a long step in advance of the 
proscriptive spirit of the jiarty platform upon 
which he was elevated to office. We shall see 
whether the Know-Nothin<r organization will 
sanction this progressive and wise move of their 
leader. They must be more enlightened, more 
liberal-minded and large-hearted to adopt the 
well conceived and nobly expressetl sentiments 
of Governor Morehead. 

In thus referring to the inaugural address we 
beg leave to call especial attention to the follow- 
ing paragraph, premising that we shall have some 
other word to say concerning the advance indi- 
cated by them; 

“The constitution of our State secnres.to all the 
enjoyment of equal rights and privileges. The na- 

‘-be adopted citixeu are placed on terms of 
perfect equality, and while the party which elevated 
me to office desires a revision and mod fication of 
the laws in relation to emigration and naturabza- 
tion, it neither proposes nor desires to impair this 
equality. Both the native and adopted citizen* are 
sulijecl to tlie same penalties for a violation of the 
law, and so far as 1 am concerned sbuH receive 
equal protection in the c.xercise of their civil, po- 
biical and leiigious riorhts. The functions of relig- 
ion and the i ighta of conscience are sacredly ex- 
empt from all civil jurisdiction, and I need not add 
that all religions sects or dcuominatioiis are entitled 
to and shall receive equal protection.”

I The lieYiuKtou Fair. 

The first of the series of great Fairs in our 
good old State comes off next week — commen- 
cing at Lexington, on Tuesday, the lllh inst. 
It will doubtless eclipse all previous exhibitions, 
grand and magnificent as they have been, and as 
the editor of the Cincinnati Gazette aptly says, 
“all who wish to see the most beautiful country 
in the world, the handsomest ladies, the finest 
stock, and partake of genuine hospitality, should 
goto the I,exington Fair.'’ 

The Three Millions Dce Mexico. — A state- 
ment which was started by the New Yoric Eve- 
ning Post, that the Government had refused to 
pay Santa Anna the three millions which remain 
due on the purchase of the .Mcsilla Valley, was 
without foundation. The treaty does not bind 
the United States to pay this sum until after the 
completion of the boundary survey lietween the 
two countries; and as that has not been brought 
to a termination, the money is not yet due. The 
third arricle of the treaty is in the following 
terms: “In consideration of the foregoing stipu- 
lations the Government of the United States 
agrees to pay to the Government oi Mexico, in the 
city of New York, the sum of ten millions of 
dollars, of which seven millions shall be paid im- 
mCKliately upon the exchange of the ratifications 
of this treaty, and the remaining three mUlions 
as soon as the boundary line shall be surveyed, 
marked and established.’’ 

The seven millions were paid in accordance 
with the stipulation, and the balance is withheld 
only because, by the terms of the treaty, it has 
not yet become due. 

Annual llEroRT. — 'n the next weekly issue 
will be published our usual annual statement of 
the trade and commerce of the city. It embra- 
ces the receipts of all the leading articles of com- 
merce; also a review of the business and extent 
of our trade in Provisions, Tobacco. &c., and the 
prospects of the coming season. It will ajqiear 
in the daily Courier Thursday morning. 

One cf the numerous suggestions made to 
the British Secretary of War was “hydraulic war 
fire;” the plan being with 20,000 horse steam 
power, to force water from the sea or Crimean 
rivers, with 10,000 hose spouts, to delugs the 
trenches, pits, and men, their guns, fuses, rifles 
and gunpowder in Sevastopol, and to keep them 
dripping wet.

Dummer, formerly connected with one of the de- 
partments at Washington, has been appointed in 
his place. The cause of Mr. Mumfurd's removal 
is not stated. 

S®“The Hard and Soft Democracy of New 
York seem to be farther apart than ever. They 
have both had State Conventions, and both have 
nominated full tickets, the name of only one per- 
son — that of S. L. Seldcn, for Judge — ^being on 
both tickets. 

Won’t Pull Together ! — We notice that in 
some of the Whig Conventions recently held in 
New York, it has been decided not to nominate 
as candidates men who are known to belong to 
the Know-Nothing organization. 

Jfe^Mr. Trent wine, a distinguished civil en- 
^ ginecr, has been sent to Henderson, in this State, 
by a company of wealthy capitalists in Philadel- 
phia, to ascertain and report upon the nature of 
the coal districts there. 

The Yellow Fever Steamship. — A piece of 
beef suspended a few inches above the ground in 
Ihe shipyard at Portsmouth, where the Ben 
Franklin was discharged, turned black in a few 
minutes. The Franklin is the vessel which 
brought the yellow fever to that port.

Frankport, Wednesday, Sept. 5. 

The holiday robes, donned by the State Capital 
once in four years, when a new Governor is inang- 
nrated, were sadly bedraggled yesterday by the 
miserable mnd and mist. The weather conid 
scarcely have been more inappropriate. It wa* an 
undecided case all day long; at times raining, then 
holding np, then drizzling and misting, and so do- 
ing all sorts of disagreeable things. Yet notwith- 
standing this unpleasant freak of natnre, the cere- 
monies were had, the people cheered the old and 
the new Governor, while the one quitted office with 
the same grace that the other assumed the Chief 
Magistracy. 

The town wa* full of people the night before, and 
the morning cars brought so many acresaions to 
to the crowd that the hotel-keepers had to search 
out lodgings for their guests in the houses of private 
citizens. Still there was not so tremendous an out- 
pouriug of the sovereign.* as had been anticipated — 
not so great, iudeed, a.* upon the occasion of Guv. 
Powell's indnetion into office, four years ago. 

But to the .scenes of yesterday. A platform was 
erected in the front of the State House, near by that 
dry fountain of water. Thither the Governor elect 
Was conducted by Governor Powell, having been es- 
cortetl from the residence of the fonner by a band 
of German music and a meager procession. Monnt- 
ing the platform, Gov. Powell, in an emineutly 
graceful and cordial ncuiner, introduced Mr. More- 
head, spoke in high terms of hi* excellence os a 
gentleman nnd ability as a statesman, and then 
bowed hini.-^cff out of office. The n-:w Governor, in i 

return, addressed the people about half an hour 

reading his “Inaugural” from the manuscript while 
some one held an ambrella over his bare head. The 
address, copies of whicli had been printed and dis- 
tributed very extensively, indicated the coarse of 
dntyto be pursued by Gov. M., and is in no particn- 
lar an objectionable document. He conclnded by 
signifying his readines-s to take the oath of office, 
8!nl it was accordingly administered by Judge Mon- 
^)p. Then the two or three thousand damp specta- 
tors applauded with a hearty good will, the baud 
played some stirring airs, the old and the new Gov- 
ernor repaired to the executive office, and thus the 
whole thing wa.s accomplished. There was a change 
111 the government of the State, but without cem- 
niolion. Honors and office were be.stowed upon the 
choice of th« people, but without ftolish parade and 
ostentation. A faithful public sen'ant withdrew 
from place and power, conscious of his having per- 
formed eveiy duty and of the confidence of those he 
had ruled. 

The address to the Governor elect, advertised iu 
the programme to be delivered bv the Hon. H. Mar- 
.shali, w B omitted, and with great propriety. Such 
a procedure would have given a partisan tinge to 
the occasion. It was best as it was, wholly discon- 
nected from politics, a mere ceremony incident to 
taking the oath of office — gracefully performed — 
the appropriate simplicity of wliich must have 
struck every looker-un. 

Governor Morehead ha* appointel Mason Brown, 
of this place, Secretary of State. Mr. Brown was 
formerly Judge of this Judicial Di*trict, and is a 
man of ability. He will make a line officer, though 
the ])lace and its da'.ies require no great amount of 
brains. But why must every office In the Sute be 
delegated to some one in Frankfort! Is there no 
talent outside of its hill-heaimed limit*, or is it ne- 
cessary to provide for the town in which the chief 
business of the cliief men is political gambling. 

Gov. Powell take* bis departnre to-morrow morn- 
ing for his home in Henderson, and will be escorted 
to Louisville by a committee. He leaves office with 
the esteem of all parties, ft r he has ruled well nnd 
ably. A more strictly impartial, fearless and hos- 
pitable executive officer Kentucky was never honor- 
ed with. Elevated to the position from compara- 
tive obscurity — an untried man— be proved the wise 
discrimination of his friends by discharging man- 
fully every duty. It were useless to speciljr the 
many public acta for which Gov. P. deserves credit 
HLs course daring the last session of the Legislature, 
when the bank bills were pending, is well remem- 
bered, and we presume that no one now donbts the 
wisdom of his course at that time. It evidently 
preserved the State from a hopeless condition of 
financial anarchy. To the shades of retiretrent, as 
a cultivator of the soil, the best wishes of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky accompany the late Governor. 
He was clear in his high office, and yet other places 
of honor and tru.st await him . 

Bnt of politics, jam satis. Tn Frankfort balls can 
be found nothing exceptionable, however great a 
distaste we may have for her juggling propensities 
when an office is in question. The great feature of 
the occasion was the ball last night. The mirth 
and revelry and the maddening music of Strauss' 
band, has Korcely yet died away, thongh d.ay-light 
streaks the east, for the folks danceil all night and 
went home with the girls this morning. 

A mere glance in the ball-room wa* like a draught 
of some intoxicating liquid. There was beauty to 
inspire, gallantry to emulate, and that poetry of 
motion, measured by feet, as is the ease with penta- 
meters, hexameters, Ac. Of the beanty it is diffi- 
cult to write without making freer use ol tropes, 
metaphors and descriptive adjectives than I feel just 
at present able to do. There were beauties of the 
Juno order, and beaoties spiritnelle. There were 
forms of airy lightness and forms of majestic pre- 
sence. Thei-e were fkces perfectly chiseled in fea- 
ture, and fresh and rosy in complexion, and faces 
“sicklied o’er with Ihe pale cast of thought” beam- 
ing with intellectual beanty. 

But why generalize when we can specify certain 
ladies a-s specim ns of the cla.sses of beanty where- 
of we were discoursing.

Bnch a getting 
down stairs to the dining-room w >8 scarcely ever 
men; and then the spirit with which the attack up- 
on the viands was made! 

Supper over, the dance was renewed, and the 
smal. hours cliased with flying feet until but a short 
half hour ago, when the last conple deserted the 
hall of revelry. Now ail is quiet; the lights all out, 
Uie guests all gone. BE DE KAY. 

Yellow Fever in the South. — Our dis- 
patches last night report the yellow lever rapidiy 
decreasing in New Orleans. 

The Baton Rogue Cornet, of Tuesday last, 
says the health of that place does not improve. 
There are many new rases of fever, with but little 
moderation in its violence and fatality. 

The Alexandria Republican learns that a num- 
ber of cases of yellow fever h-ve occurred or been 
landed at the wharf boat at ihe mouth of Red 
river. 

The Bienville Times, of Thursday last, reports 
the weather dry and hot, and the cotton greatly 
injured. 

Hogs in Kentuciy. — According to returns to 
the Auditor of Kentucky, there are in this State 
tills year 1,440.266 hogs over six months old, 
against 1,682,244 last year. This decrease in 
number is attributed to the short crop of corn last 
year, which compelled many to kill, who other- 
wise would have kept them a year longer. The 
quantity cf pork raised in the State the present 
season, however, will undoubtedly exceed that of 
last year.

Death or Justice Cranch. — Chief Justice 
Cranch died in Washington city, Saturday, 
Sept. 1st, aged 86 years, after a lingering illness 
of many weeks, and an inability to preside upon 
the Dench for four or five years. His public life , 
dates from the ad mi nistr.it ion of John Adams, 1 
from whom he received a nomination in 1801 to 
the U. S. Senate as Associate Justice of the Cir- 
cuit, District and Admiralty Courts for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. He Kas survived the ailmlnis- 
tration of JeffiTson, Madison, Monroe, John 
Qu'ui’y Adams, Jackson, Van Buren, Harrison, 
Polk, Taylor, and the largest portion of that of 
Mr. Pierce’s, and ha* had the highest respect of 
all the Presidents from W ashington, whom he 
preceded a' the seat of Govemnaent, having ta- 
kA:n up his residence there as early as 1795 as 
the Land Agent of the firm of Alessrs, Morris, 
Grcenleaf it Nicholson. He was horn at Wey- 
mouth, Mass., July 17, 1769, gradiatel at Har- 
vard University at the age of 18, with high hon- 
or and in the same class with his friend and rela- 
tive John Quincy Adams. In 1796 he married 
.Miss Greenleaf of Boston, daughter of the Hon. 
W m. Greenleaf, and lived with hi* wife nearlv 
fifty years, .Mrs. Cranch having die«l at Wssh- 
ingUmSep . 16, 1843 As the R«porter of the 
Decisions of the U S. Supreme Court, the author 
of the Opinions of the Circuit and District 
Courts, published a few years since by Little and 
Brown, and as the Judge and Chief Judge of the 
highest Court in the District, hi* labors for more 
than fifty years were arduous in the extreme. 

Internal Sueeeeixgs of Russu. — There are 
three articles relating to Russia and the Russian 
war in Blaekirood for August. One t f them is 
particularly interesting. It gives a description 
of what it calls the “Internal Sutferingsof Rus- 
sia during the War, by an Eye-witness.” The 
author w said to have returned d ring the course 
of the present summer from Russia, where ne 
had pa.'-seil so many years that he had learned to 
write bad English. It represents the owners of 
real estate in Russia as reduced to poverty, the 
laboring class as starving, tlio whole country as 
exhausted, the governinent uneasy and all classes 
desiring peace.

Whatever my errors m.iy 
have been, they have kindly covered them with the 
broad mantle of their charily. 

I wish yon, sir, a pleasant and prosperous admin- 
i.strntion; one that will reft, ct addition d honor, dig- 
nity, and glory upon the t’onniionwralth ot Ken- 
tucky, and tend to j^reserve end perpetuate the 
rights of the Bute*, the Federal CocsUiution, and 
the Union. 

Mr. Morehead then arose and delivered the fol- 
lowing addross; 

IN-AUGURAL ADDREBB. 

Fellow-Citizens: Having bem officiaHT notl- 
fledof m' election as Chkf Magistrate of ibri Com- 
monwealth, and standing befor • you, with the kiud 
and fluttering introduction of my hi-nnred and dis- 
tinguish* d predecesror, to take the oath of office 
prescrib' d by the con.*titntion, I avail mvsell' ot the 
occasion to return my gnttful acknowledgments 
for the honor conferred njxin me, ind to express the 
conscion.sne*8 I feel of the weight of responsibility 
which it impose*. With a di-tru.stfnl esUnwle o." 
my qualificatiou.* for this high st.iti >n. enhanced, as 
it is, by ac anxious soliciiudc to meet the just ex- 
pcct.ution.s of an enlightened con.«litatncy, I f. cl 
tha 1 may be allowed to ask in advance some por- 
tion of that public confidence in my patriotic iuteu- 
ti«His, so much of which lias itecn merited and won 
by niy predecemor; and at the same time fervently 
to invoke the blcsoing and aid of that Almighty Be- 
ing who preeiJes over the dc-iinies of nalions and 
of Btates, so to>ustaln and direct me iu the path of 
duty I am ap|winted to pursue, os will best pro- 
mote tlie happiuesa and enduring prosperity of our 
beloved Commonwealth. 

In every free government, parties roust and will 
necessarily exist, but amid all the v olence of ex- 
cited passion.* incident to the ordeal of an animated 
party canvav, an unconditional arquiescciicc in the 
decision of a majority is acknowledged on all hands 
as the vital element of repn lican lilierty. But, al- 
thongb a majority must rule in our happily organ- 
ized gavernment, the rights of the minority' are 
alike lind equally protected with thoee of the ma- 
jority, and i can never be unmindful, thouzh ele- 
vated to office by a party, that I am the Chief 51a- 
gistrate of the whole jpeople, and bound be every 
con.»ideration of duty cs well a* of p triotl-ui to 
act with unvarying aad never faltering iiuuar- 
liality. 

The constitution of onr State secures to all the 
enjoyment of equal rights and privileges. The na- 
tive and adopted citizen are placed on terms of per- 
fect equality, and .* hile the party which has ele- 
vated me to office desires a revision and modifli.a- 
tion of ihe laws in relation to emigra ion and na- 
turalization, it neither proposes nor desires to im- 
I>air ihi* equality. Both the n.ivive and adopted citi- 
zen are .subject to the same peu.-.liit* for a vhda- 
lirtion of the laws, and so for as 1 am concerned 
-hall receive equal protection in the exirriseof lh« ir 
civil, politiciil, and religious rights. Tiie func- 
tions of religion an<l the right.* of conscience 
arc sacredly exempt from all civil Jurisdiction, and 
I need not add that all religious sects ordenomioa- 
tlous are entitled to and ahull receive equal protec- 
tion. 

la taking “care that the laws be faithfully exe- 
cuted,” a rigid accoaaiabiliiy and a fuithfnl dis- 
charge of duty will be exacted of all officers who 
are in anv manner subject to Executive coat ol. I 
need scarcely say that the execution of the laws, 
duly enactol by the consMtuted anthoiitiesiii a gov- 
ernment like ours, is absolutely necessary. Here 
the law alone is supreme, and while it exists everv 
good citizen will yield toil a ready and willing obedi- 
enee. The severity of onr crimiDsI and penal 
code is mitigated by vesting in the Executive the 
power of pardoning crimes and remitting fines and 
forfeitnres. The existence of such powjr implies 
that cases may arise where i' ought to be exercise 
bnt I am well aware of the caution and circum- 
l^etion which ongntto be observed in such rases. 
'The pardon or remls.siou Is an except on to the 
general operation of the law, and that exception 
should be founded on some good and snfllcierit con- 
trolling reason. 

To maiutain the public faith and credit of the 
State by the prompt pavment of the interest upon 
the pablit debt, and to lessen that debt as speedily 
as may be consistent with onr financial resonrees, 
is comprised within the list of executive duties. It 
U a source of grctificatiun and pride that the eiii- 
stitution of our State has dedicated an adequate 
fund for that purpose, which can in no event Iw di- 
verted to any otner, and if wisely managwl, the 
time can never arise when we will be unprepared to 
meet everj' public engagement. 

Connected with this subject is the ded cation by 
the same instrument of a fund to the caiuse of poi-u- 
lar education. To preserve this fund sacred and in- 
violate, is not less a duty rnjotced by fow than by 
the dictates of enlightened patriotiem. In a pre- 
amble to one of the earliest acts of onr Legislature 
it is declare<l that experience hs* shown thst the 
bwtmea's of preventing tyranny would ^ to illu- 
minate, as far as possible, the mind* of the people 
at large, that they may be ah.e to know ambition 
under all its shapes, and prompt to defeat it* pur- 
poses, and that, to promote the public happ ness, it 
wa.s expedient that those persons whom nature hath 
endowed with genius and virtue should be rendered 
by liberal education worthy to receive and able to 
guard the sacred deposit of tlie right* and liberties 
of their fellow citizens; ard that, to aid and accele- 
rate this most desirable purpose, mn<t be one of the 
first duties of every wise government. Conenrring 
fully in these wise •enthni nts of onr fiithers, I con- 
gratn at? my fellow-citize'!* at Large upon the pro- 
gress which onr common school system has alrea<iy 
made, and uponth? reaewe l and increasing intere t 
wh'ch is almost evervwhere mauife-ted in its fivor, 
as recently shown \>y the overwhelming vote in 
flavor of additional taxation to extend and enlarge 
its benefits. 

The currency of the State is too intimately as.so- 
ciated with the public prospe.Ky to he omitted on 
this occasion. A sound, safe, and at all times con- 
vertible medium of exchange can afone secure to 
lalior its just reward and mitigate the disa-trous 
effects of those commercial revuL-ions which seem 
to he the almost necessary consi qnence of unre- 
straineil imjier buiies. A.s fiir as Executive infln- 
ence can properly extend, I will ende vor to pre- 
serve our cuireucy in it* present sour.d conditfen 
It U too often tlie ease in times of great public 
proaperity that bank* are tempted to extend their 
ksius beyond the bounds of a prudent discretion, 
and wheu a reaction ensue* a sucI'Icd cnrtal'ment is 
wriously and iujariou.dy felt l.y tlie whole commu- 
nity. It is not less the part of pmdrnce an ] wis- 
dom in onr hanks, than It would lie condm ire to the 
public gootl, equally to avoid the nndne expansion 
of the currency on the one hand and tlie sndden and 
unnecessary curtailment of it on the other. 

In her Petferal relations. Keafncky haa never 
ceased to look to the Union of the State's aa the beat 
and only aecurity for t' eir peace and luipidctsM 
She requires all her officers to take an o ith to sup- 
port the Coo.stitotiou of the .United State*. She 
feel* that the only certain gu'aran'y of liberty is a 
faithfnl and honest .support of that sacred instni- 
ment in all its limiUiious as well a» its grant of 
powers. While shec.-intioitsly refrains from any in- 
vasion of the right.* of others, .she will be stcadfa,st 
and firm in the maintenance of her omn. She 
cherishes tow ards all the Btates the highest frater- 
nal regard, not merely on account of a common 
brothel hood of union, but from the additional bon d- 
of a common ajmpatliy and common interest. In 
those dangerous conflicts cf opinion, w here partk* 
have Wn arrayed by a sectional line, she hasalwavs 
acted in a apiritof eouediation a:ul caJra fortiearaoce. 
We occupy the same great valley in eommon with 
Btates differing from na as to Lomestic ia-titnrion . 
aanctiooed and protected bv organic laws — separa- 
ted only by that beantifni *tream which bears upon 
its bowiin the commerce of all; and as its waters 
from each »ide unite and mingle to sw U it* majes- 
tic tide, 80 our aympathies and feeli' jrs ought to 
uuite and min le in a common devotion to onr whole 
country, and to the perpelui.y ot that bond of union 
which makes us one pc'ple, and upon the coniinn- 
ance of which depend all the Nesaings of libertv. 

I cannot, however, but deeply lament and depfoiv 
that wild and reckless spirit of fanaticism which i* 
madly insisting upon a common gorernment for all 
the States, asauming an attitude of hostility to the 
property of a part. No man can failto ace the dread- 
ful consequenc s to which this must lead, if Mindly 
per-isted in. The people of Kentucky, without di*- 
tinriioBof party, aie luysl xuil true 'to the Union. 
Believing tbac anarchy and derpoti.*m wouid be the 
inevita'Ue consequence of a dissolution, its prtiwiva- 
tion is with them “e primary object of patriotic de- 
sire.” May God, in bis infinite mr-rty and goedne-a, 
avert every anticipated tvil. and keep us fonver a 
united and uapny pe«,ple. With a firm and devout 
reliance upon Hia divine protection, 1 am ready to 
take the oath of office.

The Yallow Krver— Latest rrsai Narfbik. 

NozroLK, Citt UoariTAL, Aug. 30. 

Still does the fever continue to rage with uoahn- 
ted vioieDce, snapping a*undertbe deareat tiee of 
life. It seems as if Norfolk and Portamooth are 
doomed chiea, around whieh the wrintla of «fe»Ab is 
hovering impatient to claim its victims. | 

It is even suggested to aa«e Ihe people, to re- - 
move the whole populnlioa of Norfuik and Porta- 
mouth to Old Point or some beaftby locAtion, that 
there may te no material for the disease to work ’ 
upon. ; 

It is heart-rending to witness the inroids of the ' 
disea.se in some tamilie*. Roth parent* are of.en ^ 
snatched away, leaving helpless hifaiits to mourn ! 
their Ioho; and the pititul cry of “mama, I want to 
go ho:oe,” wdien a.'as tliey have no home — no kin- 
dnd — iatouebing in the extreme. 

The rapidity of the disease, when fatal, together 
with ita sudden ebangea, iamuat rtmaikabie. Bome- 
timea it runs its coarse in thirty-six honn to a fatal 
termination; most frrquent'y it inns to the third 
day. Fatal proatrati n will aometimes supervene 
in aa hour or go after the path ct tzprestsa bimstlf 
as pretty well, and the limM are growing eold and 
the pulse failing; but soon the rry is heard, “Oh. I 
shaii die'" aiid coovoUioos of deep atnpor close tha 
scene. Decompoaition occurs re the vital spark is 
fl:'d, and while the last offices are being performed 
f ir the dead, the impatient worm ia seen crawling 
u|H>n its victim. 

The black vomit L* not always a precursor of 
death. Many recover aftiT having ejected it. Nor 
is it an invariable attendant-~maiiy die without it. 

The hospital ia in a healthy location aotrediatance 
from Norfuik, and many that recovr rimay attribute 
it to the invigorating atmoephere a( the place. Ton 
much praise cannot be awan cd to Dr. Wilson, a 
resident physician, and the Bisters of Charity and 
other nnrses, who have so nohty volunreered their 
Valuable aid in these trying times. 

The bnildings used as wards fur the sick were for- 
merly the race gnmnda and ten-pin alley, 'they 
have been repaired, and aniiwer very w< II.’ What a 
change ' W here all was once mirth and gayety 
now is disease and death. 

On Tuesday we had a cliange of weather; fo’d 
raid set in and continned all day; and as all sndden 
changes of weather prumote fasafily, so it has here, 
those in a critical state dying quickly.

>1ore .Vbowlihe Orest RaiIrMit V|a«s*ers. 

Tlie reporter of I’m New York Herald relnlet 
th following incident: 

In one of the badly ernshed cars was Colonel 
S-domon, of Mobile, with hi* lady, three children, 
and two nnrsee, not one nf whom received tha 
slightest injury, although in the midst of kil'icd, 
dying and wounded. 

This brings to our mind a simQar providential 
preservation of a store during the gr«at fire of 
1835, that destroyed so many aquarea of valoable 
buildings from ^>uth street np to the Merchants' 
Exchange. The next day, from alont the middle 
of this great ruio, was seen sUnuing nnhann*'d a 
soiitury store. 1 hose imnieihately adjoiiiing, rigiit 
any l«n, as well as those on the streets, front ami 
rear, were fevellol with the earth. One nf tha 
three occupants of this store was the elder brother 
of till* Very Mr. Solomon. From the roof of this 
buisling thimsand* were viewing the next day thi* 
immense desolation of arrva of b.irne<l huildings, all 
surrounding this isol ited and comparatively on- 
hartied structure, which, it appear*, b-ul bron ereei- 
te<l ia the same manner and with the same mate- 
rials as the others. 

The Piiilndeipbin correspondent of the Herald 
writes as follow s :

The nombor of woanded, so as to be disabled, 
reach 50, a* I learn (rum i>r. Uuaatt, ot Boilmgton,

A large number of perwms re- 
ceived only fiesh wonmla, and are able to be about. 
The names are not given. 51 ust of t e wounded 
were reported this morning a* doing weD. Mr. a^ 
Mrs. GiUes ie, of Natchez, Mis*., Mr. Lukins, of 
this city, and Mr. Fish, of Conn.. 0.-0 considered as 
past recovery, b* ing p«o badly injured. Uthers will 
be obliged to undergo operations of a deHcala n»- 
ture, and it ia thought (hmbtfnl if they will so. vive. 
.VcC'irding to present appearances, the list of killed 
by this melancfedy occurrence wiU nut tali short of 
thirty. A nnmber of tbe woanded wiJ he crip- 
pled for life, even if they succeed in escaping with 
life.

It is related of Mr. Dixey, of Philadelphia, that 
when the traia struck, be, with great presence of 
mind, fell on his face on the Iwttom of the car, 
which presently fell through; on looking up bis taca 
was spattered with blood, and he saw to his honmr 
that the wheels were revtftving over his bend. Mote 
and paralized, he covered his face with hi* hands 
to shut out the horrible po«>ibihty that threatened 
him.

jay tbe expcDre. Since hki death it m aorertained 
t bat be (lied posMsaed of $4,0U0 ia cash depuoited 
ia bank a block iu tbe Western Divisiun of the aty, 
and A claim to the ground on which he Nv>-d and 
which may prove to be worth a fortuae. He left bo 
will. 

The coIfectioB of old boards which be had gathered 
about him. and which is not lit t > be called a brume, 
althongh it baa f« med a domicile for nine famihea, 
stands upon the point of ground between tbe North 
llrnnch and the main Chicago river. He had Rved 
there nearly fonnecn years, and the claim to the 
ground, of which be died p sseaoed, con.oi»ts of lus 
imdist orbed oernpanev for that period, and a prior 
claim he had purchased of a former ocenpaut. It is 
on megulax piece of ground about fifir l^t w de by 
a hundred long a-d will be a water lot wheu the 
basin is dredg^ out. 

He waasomelliing at a lawyer, and if he had any 
disputes which brought him into court, be always 
plead his own case. The boys of the ncightiorhood, 
fer sport, some time ago, hung a good Inking inn 
upon one corner of his collectiuB of shantieti, thiiftt- 
iBg to annoy tbe olu man, but be must have been 
rather pleased with it, for Ye allowed H to remain. 
It is wen painted and gilded, and readt»— “C. L. 
Jenks, Lawyer." The effect of its appearance in 
contrast with its sarroaudings, ia irrtaistibly iBdi 
Clous. 

The principle occupation of the old miser for the 
last ten or a dozen years, has been prowling about 
the river in a skiff, and resening from the stream 
tats of boards, woiid, cloth and refrise food. What 
he conid not sell, be nuuiagcd in aome way to use 
himse f. In ibis uranLcr he added to the size of Ms 
domicile by bnilding npon it and around it, making 
teiMmeuta into which a thriving tainier would 
hardly torn a bog, but which he managed to rent to 
the poorest of poor Ihmilica, so that at the time of his 
leath, be wu quite a landlord. Nina famiiit* 
lived in tbe old pile, and paid him from a doUnr 
to two dollars each per month rent for their tene- 
ments. 

51any ntoriea are told of his Bieaaiieni and ava- 
rice. His wile was a woman who would have ghiiily 
lived in decent comfort, but it wa* impossihie. Bbe 
died about six years ago, aiul he at find thought 
gelling her a cuffin, but the price of even th* cheap- 
(»’ horrified him, and so he made one hiurs* if from 
old bits of boards. It was tbe custom in Norwav 
wbcncc he (migrated to bury tha dead in bUck 
coffins. He wonld not incur e.xpenao of oil and 
lump b'ark, and accordingly made use of soot from 
his stove-pipe and water from the river to Uncken 
the coffin. He hired an old dray, placed tb* coffin 
opon it, and drove it himMB to the cemetery, 
followed by tbe family who were xot allowed to in- 
terfere. 

Giinderaon’s avarice and habits o' Bfl? had the 
effect to drive hia children from him as soon aa they 
became old enongh to earn a better livelibsa d than 
he would grant them. liia wife is spoken of aa a 
woman of lunch physical beanty, and her daaghters 
grew np bands<>me women, flry are said to Ito 
ail well married; one of them U thie wife of Henry 
Deaubien, Esq. The boys are nene of them of ag* 

} et , and live in the city , indaiUr ons, eewaomteal and 
bitoUigent. No tniut at tbe tothet’s mennee^ hccma 
to have descended to the cbiJdiea. 'ihey nve not 
.•pared efforts for many yetwa to change hisconrse 
I cf hfe, but could not iaffneiiee him. Wbu b* waa 
Known to be sick they hasttned to see him, nnd 
would have removed him from the fill hy hole in 
which tht-y found h;m, bnt tbe rapidity whkrb the 
disease prugresMd, forbade it. Tbt^ did what they 
could for b» comfort, inu buried bim in a *attabte 
manner. Tbe wretched huts which k* rented have 
been vacated by the Health Officer, aad will ba lorn 
down. — C'kit epo (III.) Press.

AGRICLLTIRAL. 

^rediiiir ITIeadows in ihr Fall. 

September is decidedly the lieat month in the 
year for sowing grass seed . particularly, timotby. 
The ground should be well prcjiar-d, by deep 
and thorough plowing and harrowing, and not 
less than six quarts of seed should be sown to 
the acre and twice that quantity would l>c hotter, 
although the practice prevails among many 
fanners of putting a bushel of seed to eight 
acres of land. Many eastern farmers sow twelve 
quarts of timothy and as much red-top together 
to the acre. 

If the land ia not seeded so tliat the young 
plants completely occupy the surface, weeds 
will spring up in the naked places greatly to the 
injury of the grass. When grass seed is sowed 
sufficiently thick, the quantity of hay will be in- 
creased and the quality greatly improved hy 
being finer and more palatable to the stock. Some 
of our best farmers here adopted the methotl of 
fall seeding and could not now be induced to 
defer it until spring. If i he weather is tavorable, 
like the present, the young plants will get well 
rooted before frost sets in and will be ready for 
an early stock in the spring, and a good crop of 
hey nxay be cut the following summer. We 
venture to assert that one half of the timothy 
and cloverseed sown in Kentucky, in the spring is 
lost, owing to the late period at which it is put 
in .After the wet weather usual in March, April 
follows, with dry warm weather, and before the 
seed vegetates and the young plants have time 
to become firmly rootod, it often happens that 
more than half of them are dried out. 

Clover, too, should always l»e sown in the fall, 
where it is possible to do so before the 15lh of 
September. Some ef the Indiana farmers sow 
cloverseed in their cornfields at the last time of 
working their com. We do not approve of this 
method, for the reason that it is too long shaded 
bythecom. It it better to defer the seeding 
until the com has nearly mature<l, then ran the 
cultivator twice over the surface and sow the 
seed upon the fresh broken ground. 

Timothy may be sown in this wax among the 
standing com, but only where the system of /ere/ 
ttilture has been adopted; otherwise the surface 
would be too uneven for the scythe or the mow- 
ing machine. The practice of hilling com and 
potatoes, we are glad to see, is now abandoned 
by our most intelligent farmers.

Another great national show of stock is to be 
opened in the vicuiity of Boston, Mass., on the 
S3J of October and to ctmlinuc for four days.

The exhibition will embrace horses, cattle, sheep 
and swine. Open to all the States in the Union 
and to the British provinces.; 

We hope that some of the breeders of fine 
slock in Kentucky will attend with their liest an- 
imals. If any State in the Union can compete 
Buccessfu lly with Kentucky in short horns, we 
should consider it worth a visit to Boston to sec 
them. From the well known liberality of the 
citizens of Massachusetts, atid of Boston in par- 
ticular, we may expert the exhibition to be one 
of the greatest interest the society has ever held. 

JCDcnc Tximals. 

The difficulties which are often experienced by the 
most competent jadires, in deciding between two 
really first-rate animals of a first-rate sort, an- 
greater than the majority of poople wh'i have never 
acted in the capacity of judre have any indea of. 
I am happy to say, that at the roeetinga of the 
Royal Society, such cases frequently do occur, and, 
I hope, always will; and with the wish that what I 
here suggest may tend to a -«i st judges in their labo- 
rionsduties, I am iudneed to trouble yon with these 
remarks. 

I will take an instance of two first-rate short- 
horn bulls, neither of them having a faulty point. 
Judge A. says, “What a superb bark No. 1 has'” 
B. says, “But look at that depth of carrase in No. 
2.” “But the length of quarter in No. 1 continues 
A.; and in return B. draws attention to the silky 
texture of the skin of No. 2. The question is here 
pul to Judge C.; who shonld decide the cast; but 
he his to lisUnce, in his mind, whether a superior 
b^k is more to be considered than an extraor- 
dina^ depth of carcase; and again, is a first-rate 
qnality of hide equivalent to an nnusual length of 
quarter? And thus points, without having some 
definite yalot attached to them, might be compared 
one against another a<f in/inUum, without ever com- 
iag to a satisfactory concin.sion. 

Now, what I wish to see is, a definite value 
affixed to every point in the perfect animal, and 
when such cases of nicety as I allude to do occur, 
let the judges take pttint by point, and compare 
value in numbers, and t en ’the anin.al command- 
ing the highe t amount would bo the one selectid. 
If the perfect animal were 50, the component 
parts might be something as follows:

-Mter R foal has been weaned and deprived of its 
mother’s milk, the liver very frequently aasumes an 
inactive, sluggish disposition. The coat indicatia 
this by its harsh, unhealiby apjiearance, and ihi 
animal gives evidence of being what ia termed bid- - 
bound. Very often the legswill fill from an Irregn- 
laniy of tbecin-ulation, consc-quent upon the state 
of the liver. In such cases one or two mild dosea of 
aloe* become indi.spensable. Dinrctics are of no iwe 
under these circumstances, their action being on 
the kidneys and urinary passages, wWkh arc not the 
Mat of disorder. For fuals recently wtancNl, one 
drachm of aloes with an eqnal portion of ginger 
and of soap i* the proper quantity; bnt if that 
doe, not relax the bowel* gafticiently, ihe propor- 
tion of aloes may be increased on the s'cond oc- 
casion. A slight dose only is required, because the 
^oe, l«ing Supposed to act primarily on the liver, it 
fa merely necessary to stimulate that organ to its 
heclthy action. The only restriction necessary in 
the diet ia subs ituting bran mnshe* for hay during 
the twenty-four hours preceding the time of ad- 
ministering the medicine, and carcrully providing 
the animal from the effecti of rain; otherwise, if the 
weather be favorable, no danger need be appre- 
hended from the usual cniaigiment in the paddock

of the cold. ! ungry appearance of the mara, lift it 
Into the light of day hy pruih-nt instalmenT*, and 
reap the heneflt of its wheat prodnring properti«s. 
Not that we would reverse the position of the soil 
and subsoil every time we plough and cultivate; 
tbfa, from what has been advanced in previous 
papers, would be unnecessary and frnitlesa lafait; 
bnt that ofrastrnally a deep plonghing, trenching, 
or digging should be performed in oniei to gein the 
full powers of production contained in the soil. * 

* * The best cultivator* in Flanders plough 
their stubbies immediately after harvest, and plough 
very deenly, not so decplr every rear, bnt once in 
four or five years. TTie light soil's do not need it; 
^t npon heavy soils, they first plough an o diuarv 
furrow six inche.sin depth, then this fa followel by 
*:rtrong implement railed the “Colter plongh,” 
which, drawn by three or four horses, completes a 
total depth of twelve inches. Thi* practice ia 
reckoned there to exert a favorable influence upon 
all crops for five years.
